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(57) A new soft tissue implant filling material is dis- 
closed. The material may be potyvinylpyrollidone, poly- 
vinyl alcohol, hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose, polyethyl- 
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MA), and several naturally derived biopolymers includ- 
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1. Claims 1 (partially); 2-5,15-18 (completely) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of polyvinylpyrrolidon. 

2. Claims 1 (partially); 6-11 ,13 (completely) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of hydroxypropylmethyl 
cellulose, hyaluronic acid, sodium or calcium alginate, hydroxyethyl starch and 
several naturally derived biopolymers including sodium kin ate, seaweed and 
agar. 

3. Claims 1 (partially); 1 2 (completely) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of polyvinyl alcohol. 

4. Claims 1 (partially); 14 (completely) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of polyacrylamide. 

5. Claim 1 (partially) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of polyethylene oxide. 

6. Claim 1 (partially) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of hydrogel polyurethane. 

7. Claim 1 (partially) : 

An implantable soft tissue prosthesis comprising a hollow shell and a filling 
material comprising a gel or viscous liquid consisting of hydroxyethyl 
methacrylate (HEMA). 
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
